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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In view of the Fruh declaration, filed April 27, 2004, demonstrating improved tensile 
strength and elongation at break for a rubber compound comprising a rubber that contains double 
bonds, a rubber gel and a phosphoryl polysulfide encompassed by the claims as compared to a 
rubber compound comprising a rubber that contains double bond and a rubber gel without the 
phosphoryl polysulfide, the 35 USC 103 rejections over Obrecht (6,127,488) alone or in view of 
CA 2,298,498 are overcome.
